They dadded to go la a dif¬ 
ferent studio and record the al 
bum again. Realizing thai this 
wouln take several months to 
complete t suggested that we 
press Hie record as il was and 
lihen change it on later pressings, 
using fhs same covers and 
packaging. Judge disliked (he 
record i ng so m ueh 1 h at 1 hay d idra'l 
want lo release it until it was re¬ 
corded properly. They did how¬ 
ever, agree to put out 100 copies, 
and ca 11 il “C h u ng Ki ng Can Suck 
II."

It appears (hal lhe individu¬ 
als responsible forputting out Ihe 
counlerfeit believe that everyone 
has a righl to a vinyl copy of Ihis 
pariipplor Judge recording, re- 
q ardless of l.he wi sh as of Ihe bend. 
As I pointed out, anyone who 
wanted to hear that recording 
could have easily gotten a copy, 
so by puiting oul a counlerfe t 
vinyl copy they are acting as a 
catalyst lo the collector's market 
Lhay decry.
